THE DEAD SEA. ~ 


Old Popular Belief* About It That Ar» 


Not Founded on Fact. 


The Dead sea Is a remarkable lake, 


forty-six miles long and from Ure to 
nine miles wide, situated in the south- 
east of Palestine and known from the 
time of Jerome (340-120 A. D.) as the 
"Dead" sea, because no flsh of any 
kind have ever been found In Its wa- 
ters. Its surface, which is lower thai) 
that of any other body of water known, 
i? 1,292 feet below the level of the 
Mediterranean. 
At Its northern end 


it has a depth of about 1.300 feet, 
while the water at the soutberu ex- 
tremity Is only froiii three to twelve 
feet deep. 


The Dead sea is fed by the Jordan 


from the north, but has uo outlet, the 
water being apparently carried off by 
evaporation. The water of the Dead 
sea contains a large amount of the 
salts of magnesia and soda; as a con- 
sequence its specific gravity is high, 
and bathers float in it svith ease. 


The popular notions that the Dead 


seu exhales noxious vapors and that 
birds cannot fly over its surface aud 
remain uuharmed are not founded on 
fact. 


According to tradition, Sodom and 


Gomorrah, "the cities of the plain," 
stood on tbe -site now occupied by the 
Dead sea. This view, however, is no 
ionger entertained, anil, it is I;O\T con- 
sidered certain that the Dead sea ex- 
isted m its present suite during the 
days of Abraham uud even much ear- 
lier.—New Yuri; AiuiTkau.
